OH earth are made in tlie State of 

Thuringia, Germany. On winter 
days the i><>»»r people who live in vil- 
lages gather together small square 
Stones, place them in millH somewhat 
like big coffee mills, and grind them 
until they are as round as so many 
bullets. The marblei made in this 

way are 1 1 1 «• common ohina, painted 

china, gland china, imitation agateR 
and black and white ballots, These are 
very oheap, ranging in price, accord- 
ing to size, from ten to sixty for five 
cents. 

Imitation agates are made from 
white stone, and are painted to re- 
present t lie pride of the marble player's 
heart the real agate. The painted 

ohina marbles are of plain white stone 
with lines crossing each other at right 

angles painted upon them. The ballots 
are little black and white marbles that 
look M though they would never stop 
rolling if once set, in motion by a boy's 
thumb ami forefinger. 

You will probably be greatly sur- 
prised to learn that glass alleys are 
blown by glass-blowers, at the town 
of Laoaoha, in Thturingia, Germany. 
The expert workmen take a piece of 
plain glass nnd another bit of red 
glass, beat them red hot, blow them 
together, give them a twist, and pres- 
to! there is a pretty alley with the 
red and white threads of glass twist- 
ed inside into the form of a letter S. 

Large twisted glass alleys, and 
plain glass alleys with the figure of 
a dog or slieej) inside, arc made for 
very small boys and girls to play 
with. The marbles most prized by 
the young American of to-day are 
seal brown or black in color, and 
many of then have large round circles 
on them that look like eyes. They 

sell for live, ten andtifleei ntseach, 

and the boy who ban a real agate 
with a lucky eye peeping out at him 

from its glossy surface is the envied 
one among the marble players. It is 
said that the only marbles made in 
America are tlie common ones 
("eoiiitneys") that boys can buy a 
handful o'f for a penny. — AT. Y. World.

Inst.), to visit mv son Charles and his 
family for a short time, en route to 
Staunton, Va., for which city 1 shall 
shortly start, stopping a little while 
at Klkton, Va., to see my two or- 
phaned grandsons, who always run a 
foot-race to climb upon me to give 
me an affectionate embrace, the very 
moment they sec me coming in the 
distance. 

I briefly relate some incidents of 
my splendid tour in Canada, which 

has greatly benefitted mv health, for 

which I cannot sutlieient'ly thank the 

Heavenly Giver of all things. 

My nephew and niece, the Rev. 
Mr. Barnes and his wife, have a love- 
ly home in the heart of the city of 
Montreal, to which they both always 
welcome me with affection. They 
have an affectionate family. They 
are deep in the affections of my heart. 
They paid me many kind attentions 
during my stay with them, which 
shall never pass from my memory. 

I am thankful to God that [ WSJ 
permitted to preach the Word of Life 
Sternal to (leaf-mutes ill Toronto, 
Belleville and Montreal, during my 
sojourn in Canada. 

The deaf-mute residents of Toronto 
have religious worship in the ball of 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion every Sunday afternoon, at :< 
o'clock. Mr. Nasmith, a rich baker, 
has charge of the meetings. I had 
the pleasure of officiating for fifty* 
two deaf-mates assembled in that 
hall. 

Bunt Mathison, of the BclloviHe 
Deaf-Mute Institution, kindly enter 
tained me at his pleasant house, and 
invited me to deliver S lecture in the 
chapel two or three times. 

Miss Asbcroft, nee Miss McOann, 
gave me a very warm yyelcomc to the 
Mackay Deaf Mute Institute, oyer 
wbich'sbe has the honor to preside. 
She kindly invited me to accompany 
her officers and pupils on a picnic e\ 
elusion to a very beautiful grove, 
about twenty tniies from Montreal. 
She had chartered a steamboat lor 
our bcnelit. Wo all enjoyed our- 
selves very much all day, without 
meeting with any .accident'. 

I found her pupils all smart. They 
could make themselves well under- 
stood through the medium of both 
tho single and double-hand alphabets, 
One of her lady pupils is a regular 
correspondent to the On u M 
JoiiKNAi.. 1 found her well educated 
and very enterlaining. 

One of her male pupils had collect- 
ed over one thousand five hundred 

stamps, and another, one hundred 
coins. 

Mrs. Ashoroft's father was the 
medium through which deaf mute 
education was introduced into Cana- 
da, The first school was opened at 
Hamilton through his influence, he 
being impelled by his unselfish inter 
set in the deaf and dumb. He died 
a teacher in the Belleville School, and 
his resting place is near that of the 
late Prof, (.icene, to whose memory 
S fine monument is erected over his 
grave. Supt. Mathison has kindly 
presented me a good photograph (if 

the monument. 

I was cordially received in the |\yo 
Catholic deaf-mute schools in Mon 
(real, one for boys and the other for 
girls. 

At the school for girls I was very 
kindly shown some of the classes, 
through the influence of Mrs. Ash 
oroft, and found them all instructed 
in IhciicIi except one or two, where 
English was taught. I saw some of 
the girls speak well, under the tui 
tion of an experienced Sister of 

Charity. 1 did not find any ditVieul 
ly in conversing with the Sisters of 
Charity by signs, as their signs were 
similar to ours. They told me that 
they would be pleased to have me 
visit their school often. 

I visited the male Catholic deaf- 
mute school, where 1 received every 
attention thai 1 could desire. One of 
(he teachers told me that he had 
learned our signs at the New York 
Institution. Direclor Moiveau gave 
hint the privilege to show DM all 
through the buildings, yyhieh pleas 
ed me very much. Then he invited 
me to dine with the director and his 
officers, w Inch honor I enjoyed. 

Mr. Young, the oldest inmate of 

mute, bavins 

come from Ireland and O p e n ed this 
school, which litis been in full opera- 
tion over since. It is reasonable to 
believe that nothing but death will 
his connect ion with his impor 
tant and useful work. 



About the time the male Catholic 
School was started, Mr. Thomas 
Widd left England, and founded a 
Protestant deaf-mute school after- 
wards called the Mackay Deaf-Mute 
Institute. Mr. Widd litis since re- 
tired, and is at present al Los Ange- 
les, California. 

While 1 wtis in Quebec for the 
first time, I called on the wiflow of 
my classmate, Charles V. I.angevin. 
1 found her and her daughter very 
affable. I Was informed that my 
classmate had been til res! twenty- 
two years. Three of his four speak- 
ing grandchildren .are at school in 
England, 

I was at Lake George, N. Y., dur- 
ing the time Prof. Bell's articulation 
conference was in session at- the same 
plane, He kindly received me as a 
guest" into his convention, which 
kindness shall ever be impressed on 
my mind. I enjoyed his civility 
very much. We communicated with 
each other on our fingers Without 
difficulty. Ho wanted me to stay 
with him during the entire session of 
his conference, bul to mv regret it

tees. Al the I'niversity he had been 

drilled in military taottos bv Lieut. 

C. 0. Starr, of tlie United Slat, 
mv, anil he conceived the idea one 
day of forming a company from the 
pupils of the institution. 
The first thing to be 



done was to 

invent a code of si^ns representing 

the orders given in the marching, 
drill and manual of arms, and he bent 
bis energies for some weeks, and at 
last had it so far perfected that he 
deemed it safe to begin his experi- 
ment. 

ll was early in the spring of 1 S'.M 
that he collected thirty boys and told 
them his plans and thcv tit once en- 
tered into the idea with all the eager- 
ness o( youth.

Among the several important im- 
provements now in a state of develop- 
ment in M alone, the work in progress 
at the Deaf-Mute Institute is a verj 
noticeable and attractive feature. The 
Industrial school building now well 
under way will be a handsome addi- 
tion to the Institution, being a struc- 
ture of fine proportions and tasteful 
in design ; but the crowning glory of 
the place will bo the beautiful lands- 
cape work of the broad lawn in front, 
which will, when completed, have no 

equal in the State of New York. 

A visitors' drive 18 feet wide, with 
two-foot pebble gutters, makes a de- 
tour of the grounds, touching the 
main entrance at the apex, with a 
winding service road passing around 
the rear of the Institution. Traver- 
sing the centre of the lawn from the 
street to the front entrance is a grand 
promenade paved and guttered the 
same as the drives, graveled and 
rolled down hard. 

Midway in this promenade is loca- 
ted :i fountain basin of i tone m a s onr y 

capped with a line tooled coping of 
moulded granite, the promenade pass-

Above and below the mazes SIS 
unique parterres for bedding out 
flowering stock and tit the sides 
thickets of flowering shrnbberry, 
syringas, Jerusalem roses and snow- 
balls, with birgc central lields of 
hardy flowering stock in the two 
principal sections of the lawn. 

The ornamental w titer work of the 
fountain will consist of a composite 
and diversiSed mist jet with aoentaal 
braided cone, the whole forming a 
prismatic pyramid 88 feet in diameter 

and 15 feet high, which trill give 
voice to its charming surroundings, 
cooling the atmosphere and forming 
the grand central tit tract ion of the 
design. These mazes will be a source 
of infinite amusement to the silent lit- 
tle ones who people the Institution, 
and visitors in general in their at- 
tempt to unravel their mystery.
